Collins 
Amendment to the Energy 
Bill passed the House this 
week by a vote of 220-187. 
The amendment delegated 
that section of the bill which 
would have established an 
“ Industrial En erg y Con­ 
servation Program. 
“ This 
so-called 
‘con­ 
servatio n’ 
program 
was 
drafted under the guise of 
conservation 
m erely 
to 
appeal to conservationists 
In fact, the program would 
do more to hamper con­ 
servation of energy,” said 
Congressman Jim Collins. 
“ There are two very basic 
reasons why this section of 
the bill had to be deleted.” 
Collins 
continued. 
“ First, 
the m andatory reporting 
system 
it 
would 
have 
created 
would have been 
unnecessary and extremely 
burdensome to industry. I he 
amount of paperwork 
in­ 
volved 
would 
have 
been 
awesome 
and 
the 
staff 
lequired to handle all of the 
paperwork would have been 
extrem ely costly 
to the 


taxpayers. 
“ Second, the program was 
duplicative,” he continued 
“ The Dpt. of Commerce and 
F E A instituted a voluntary 
program 
last 
year to in 
crease the energy efficient y 
of the IO most energy in­ 
tensive 
industries. 
This 
program has been a suc­ 
cess.” he added. 
“ Secretary of Commerce 
Rogers Morton has main­ 
tained a strong position 
against the creation of any 
such program ." Collins said. 
“ Furthermore, 
I 
feel 
the 
F E A has been very effective 
up this point because they 
have worked with industry 
instead 
of 
overloading 
business with bureaucratic 


red tape. 
“ The 
Industrial 
Energy 
Conservation 
Program 
in 
this bill was based on the 
false 
assumption 
that 


government 
bureaucrats 
can make better technical 
and economic decisions than 
e x p erien ced 
business 
m anagers.- 
Collins con 
tinued 
“ Industry has the 
most 
effective, 
built-in 
reason for increasing energv 
efficiency. 
This 
increases 
the price of products on the 
market, making them less 
desirable to consumers So. 
it is in industry's best in­ 
terest to do everything in 
their power to cut production 
costs-including 
conserving 


energy. 
‘industry is way ahead of 
schedule and 
has 
made 
tremendous 
strides 
in 
achieving greater utilization 
of energy 
We should make 
every effort to avoid bur 
densom e 
C ong ressional 
mandates and continue the 
voluntary program already 
in practice.’

Because the tightly 
woven selvage is only on one 
side of the design, if you 
leave it on, you’re prac­ 
tically 
guaranteeing the 
piece 
will never 
hang

C hoosing 
in te r e s tin g 
hardware for the top and 
bottom of a bellpull helps set 
off handsomely. Or if you 
prefer, use a luxurious, fat 
tassel at the bottom and 
mount the pull on a picture 
hook A major work. asuch 
as a tapestry, should have a 
special bar inserted at the 
top so it will hang smoothly. 
Velcro is a useful and 
efficient aid in hanging 
embroidered pieces on the 
wall. Simply sew a strip of 
Velcro on the back of youi 
design, top and bottom. 
Fasten the matching strips 
to the wall securely. With 
gentle 
p ressu re 
your 
tapestry will go smoothly on 
the w a ll- and stay there. 


Dear Elsa. 
I enjoy working on designs 
that are not assembled with

Dear D F B ., 
Choosing your own colors 
is very pleasurable and so is 
choosing your own stitches.

Knots, try massing them in 
some areas of the design.
